The winning of this world's champtonship is not a case of good luck, It 
is the result of years of careful planning and hard, painstaking study nad 
work. Such an honor only accrues to those who farm in scientific manner, 
selecting and sowing the best seed, and from year to year learning the 
lessons of experience. True, they must have the background of good fertile 
soil, and the right kind of climate. These, fortunately, Canada has in 
abundance.

Byrd Making History 


First Man To Fly Over North and 
South Poles 


The New York Times, the St. Louis 
Post-Despatch and newspapers affill- 
ated with them; in publishing reports 
from Commander Richard BE. Byrd's 
expedition, announce that Commander 
Byrd had safely returned to his base, 
Little America, after a successful 
flight across the South Pole, in which 
he surveyed much adjacent territory. 

Commander Byrd's flight across the 
Soutt’ Pole has made him the first 
man in history to fly across both the 
earth's poles. 

in May, 1926, in the tri-motored 
aeroplane, the ‘Josephine Ford,” 
Commander Byrd flew from King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen, across the North 
Pole and returned. 

That springtime flight required a 
total of 15 hours and 30 minutes and 
the round trip covered 1,600 miles. 
In addition to being the first to fly 
across the North Pole, Byrd was 
also the first man to fly over it in 
a heavier than air machine. On 
that historic flight, his pilot was 
Floyd Bennett, who died April 25, 
1928, while attempting to rescue the 
crew of the trans-Atlantic ‘plane 
“Bremen” on Greenley Island. Ben- 
nett was second in command of the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition and had 
intended to accompany the com- 
mander on the trip. 

The flight across the South Pole, 
was the first attempt he had made to 
fly to the pole, although previously he 
had used aeroplanes in flights from 
his base at Little America in laying 
sub-bases on the route to the pole and 
in exploration trips. 

He was the third man to reach the 
South Pole. The first was Roald 
Amundsen, a Norwegian, who reached 
it December 14, 1911. A few days 
later he was followed by Captain 
Robert F. Scott, British explorer. 
Both of them used overland methods 
of travel.

What is the longest word in the 
English ? is a | 

gis language ? That is a hard 
question to answer, as writers have 
from time to time coined words of 
extraordinary length which have 
never gotten into general use. 

The longest-in Webster’s Inter- 
national dictionary is honorificabil- 
itudinitatibus, defined as “honor. 
ableness,” a pedantic nonsense word 
used by Shakespeare in “Love’s La 


bor Lost,” and continuing 27 
ters,

But in chamical treaties may be 
found even longer words more won 
defully compounded than the chem 
ical products which they describe 
For example, tetrahydroparamethyl- 
oxyquinoline, with 31 letters; also 
paraoxymetamethoxyallylbenzene of 
30 letters, and others, 

English must yield the palm, tc 
some foreign languages, however 
when long words are considered. Ir 
German, schut#engrabenvernichuang- 
automobile, with 35 letters, is as 
formidable as the war engine it de- 
scribes. In English this machine is 
commonly designated by the four- 
letter word “tank,” a saving of 31 
letters going to the credit of our 
mother tongue. 


Longest of all so far discovered is 
a Greek word of 181 letters, which 
appropriately enough is the name of 
a dish containing many ingredients 
We call is simply “hash.” 

Out of consideration for the lino- 
typer we do not spell out the Greek 
word here. We have already given 
him and the proofreader worry 
enough for one day.
